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Full-Time Status of the Executive Positions Also Discussed 


Township Manager Position 
Discussed at Board Meeting

At the September 24th 
Township Board meeting, 
the Board discussed, at 
length, the issue of bringing 
a professional manager to 
the Township. They also dis- 
cussed the possibility of 
changing the full-time status 
of the supervisor, clerk and 
treasurer to part time. Both 
topics generated a lot of dis- 

cussion and some heated 
moments as many Board 
members sige to position 







opposed to the part-time 
concept. 

The idea of hiring a pro- 
fessional manager is not a 
new idea to our community. 
A prior Board appointed a 
committee to look into the 
possibility and that commit- 
tee returned a recommenda- 
tion to hire a professional 
manager. That Board actually 
created an ordinance to create 
the position and called the 
position “Superintendent.” 
The same committee also 
made a passing reference to 
part time for some of the 
executive positions. 

However, the previous 
Board did not act on the 
position or the issue of part 
time status. Because of this 
the executive officers re- 
mained full time when they 
took office in 2000 and the 
position of the manager 
remained vacant. . 

Recently. the Concerned 
Citizens Coalition (C3) 
hosted a meeting where two 
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gentlemen spoke in favor of 
the concept and the meeting 
was televised on our public 
access station. This event 
seemed to be the impetus for 
some Board members to 
revive the issue. 

A special Board meeting 
was held on September 22nd 
to discuss the concept. The 
meeting was neither video 
taped nor audio recorded but 
The Weekly attended the 
meeting and it seemed to get 
off track quickly when sev- 
eral Board members took it 


in favor or upon themselves to criticize _ 


the absence of Supervisor 
Mitchell and expanded their 
remarks to criticize his per- 
formance as _ supervisor. 
Trustee Adkins, who was 
conducting the meeting, 
tried to get them to focus on 
the issue but she was not 
very successful. 

Eventually all six Board 
members agreed they want- 
ed a professional manager 
hired. Trustee O’Kelley sug- 
gested the current ordinance 
be amended to change the 
title from Superintendent to 
Manager and Clerk Bowers 
suggested the language 
regarding residency would 
also need to be changed. 
The matter was referred to 
the Township Attorney for 
review. 

Trustee O’Kelley said the 
name should be changed to 
Manager because the citi- 
zens were more familiar 
with the term and the law 
allows a Charter Township 
to use the word manager. 
Previously, the term Super- 
intendent was used to 
describe the position. Clerk 
Bowers said the current 
ordinance required residen- 
cy and the law had been 
changed in that regard. 
Trustee O’Kelley also 
spoke in favor of making the 
positions of the executive 
officers part time and 
advised he would be pre- 
pared to make a motion at 
the regular board meeting. 


Trustee Krause seemed to 
surprise a few Board mem- 
bers when she presented a 
proposal written by the 
Police Chief who suggested 
the manager’s position be 
combined with the police 
chief’s position. This matter 
was presented by Krause for 
future consideration and 
Krause did not suggest it be 
acted upon at the present 
time. This new wrinkle in the 
debate over a Township 
Manager seemed to a topic of 
interest to the Supervisor and 

Trustee Adkins because they 
“both discussed the subject at 
the regular Board meeting. 

Because of the extensive 
remarks made on the posi- 
tion of a Township Manager 
and the full time status of 
the executive officers, The 
Weekly will present the 
reporting of the topics in 
two installments. This week 
we will report on the 
Board’s actions regarding 
the Township Manager po- 
sition and next issue we will 
report on the remarks of the 
part time issue. 

At the September 24th 
meeting, Trustee Krause 
made a motion to advertise 
for the position of Township 
Superintendent with the 
MML (Michigan Municipal 
League and the MTA 
(Michigan Township As- 
sociation). Trustee Adkins 
immediately asked if this 
was for a superintendent/ 
police chief position or just 
for a superintendent. Krause 
responded it was just for the 
superintendent’s position. 
She said she felt that after 
all the applications were 
reviewed then they might 
want to consider the police 
chief’s proposal or any 
other proposal submitted by 
a current employee of the 
Township. 

She went on to say that she 
had checked with several 
communities and the combi- 
nations of positions have 
worked at other places. 


Supervisor Mitchell still 
seemed to be under the 
impression the Board was 
considering the Police 
Chief’s proposal and asked 
what the education require- 
ments were for the position. 
Krause responded that 
information was previously 
provided. She once again 
reminded the Board the 
chief’s proposal was not in 
consideration at this time. 

Trutsee O’Kelley said he 
was not comfortable with 
starting the process until he 

knew what the Board’s 

thoughts were on the full- 
time status of some Board 
members. He said the duties 
of the new manager would 
be based on whether the 
executive officers were full 
time or part time. He said he 
would have liked the board 
to consider that issue first 
before seeking a manager. 

Trustee Krause responded 
she felt the selection pro- 
cess would take a long time 
and she felt it was impor- 
tant to get started now. She 
referred to the length of 
time it took to hire a police 
chief. 

Supervisor Mitchell spoke 
of the financial implications 
of hiring a manager. He said 
we were not in great finan- 
cial condition. He cited the 
reduction in revenue shar- 
ing and budget overruns. 


He threw out a figure of 


$343,000 that may be need- 
ed to amend the budget. He 
acknowledged there was a 
previous fund balance and 
felt the balance would be 
reduced considerable. 

He went on to project that 
if a manager was hired he 
felt the administrative costs 
would increase by 50% 
regardless if we went full 
time or part time with a 
manager. 

Clerk Bowers said, “you 
have hit the nail on the 
head” regarding the costs. 
She referred to the chief's 
proposal that called only for 






































$5,000 increase in costs. 
She suggested they needed 
to look at that. 

She went on to suggest 
that the fees paid to the 
MML for the search may 
fail to provide an acceptable 
candidate and that money 
would be wasted. She based 
a $9,000 search fee on the 
basis of a Manager’s salary 
pegged at $90,000. 

The Supervisor, apparent- 
ly detecting the clerk’s sup- 
port for the chief’s proposal 
pointed out that the propos- 
al called for additional 
staff. He referred to a flow 
chart that was provided by 
the chief that called for a 
administrative assistant and 
a Deputy Chief of Police. 
He felt those were hidden 
costs that must be consid- 
ered. 

He went on to say he has 
come up with two assump- 
tions. Either the police chief 
who is full time is under-uti- 
lized or he will have to 
“crank up” and work addi- 
tional hours. 

It was obvious that certain 
Board members were insist- 
ing on discussing the police 
chief’s proposal and that was 
not the nature of the motion 
made by Trustee Krause. 
Eventually, the Board ac- 
cepted Trustee O’Kelley’s 
recommendation to discuss 
the issue of part time/full 
time before proceeding with 
the township manager posi- 
tion. That discussion will be 
reported in our next issue.

Cooley. “The Library didn’t 
know we were going to inher- 
it Winnie’s collection so we 
didn’t have any archival sup- 
plies or fireproof filing cabi- 
nets in the budget. We could- 
n’t have completed this proj- 
ect without the generosity of 
the Historical Society.” 

Mrs. Cooley said that the 
general public has not been 
allowed to see the materials 
yet. The contents of the 54 
boxes had to be sorted, 
labeled, and given a subject 
heading. Newspaper clip- 
pings were photocopied and 
hundreds of pictures had to 
be identified. Library staff 
created an index to the files. 
The Obituary File takes up 18 
drawers of cards. Guardian 
newspapers dating from 1939 
are too fragile for public use; 
they will eventually be 
microfilmed and digitized. 

The Library received a 
grant from the Library of 
Michigan to train a librarian 
on digitization procedures, 
using the equipment at 
Wayne State University. Fu- 
neral records from Bobcean 
Funeral Home were chosen 
as the priority digitization 
project. Future plans include 
digitization of pictures and 
genealogical information to 
be available on the library’s 
website. 

Genealogists and research- 
ers are now welcome to use 
the Local History resources 
on Monday and Tuesday 10 
a.m.— 8 p.m., Wednesday and 
Thursday 12 p.m.
